e Have local libraries arrange special 
displays of the Conan Doyle books with

with Sherlock Holmes, arrange window 
displays with stills from the picture plus 
playdate credits. 


© Have a local deejay plug the film by 
asking listeners to name their favorite 
fictional sleuth and explain why in 25 
words or less, highlighting the fact Sher- 
lock Holmes was the forerunner of them 
all. 


e Another deejay stunt would be to 
offer guest tickets to listeners sending 
in postcards listing the greatest number 
of words of four letters or more to be 
made out of the name Sherlock Holmes.

There is a national organization of Sherlock Holmes fans known as The Baker Street Boys, and there may be 
a member or two in your community; you can locate him, in all probability, through local newspaper files or 
book page editor, or by advertising for him. If such a fan can be found, he may prove tremendously help- 
ful in radio/newspaper/television promotion. 


If there is a ''Baker Street" in your community, then you may have a ready-made assist to major promotion 
. . . Sherlock Holmes lived at 221B Baker Street, in London. The excitement might start there, with anyone 
living at 221 Baker Street, or it might cover all the young men up and down the street, the Baker Street 
"boys." At the least, they might be guest-admitted for a particular show when compiete newspaper, radio and 


television coverage has been set up.
